Great Loss of Life In

Storm In Porto Rico. 


ABOUT 300 DROWNED AT PONCE. 


Claimed That th e W eather Bureau Failed 
to W arn That F lare—Root Issued an 
Appeal For A id —Gen. Davis Sent Fur­ 
ther News of Storm ’s R avages. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Aug. 12.—A report h a s 
boon received at the war department 
from an officer at San Juan, Porto Rit o, 
e s tim a tin g that the number of killed iii 
th e hurricane amounts to 500. The 
sa m e officer says a very serious coudi 
tion of affairs exists at Ponce. 
P once, Porto Rico, Aug. 12.—During 
the 
hurricane 
Ponce 
was 
flooded 
at midnight and at least 300 persons 
were drowned. Two hundred bodies, 
mostly those of people and including 
many children, have been recovered. 
All the buildings are damaged and 
hundreds have been destroyed. 
The soldiers and tiremen worked all 
night, heroically saving lives. 
There is no drinking water, gas, ice 
o r e le c tric light. 
The commissary stores at Playa were 
destroyed, the city is short of food aud 
the army 
officers 
are 
distributing 
rations. 
Fifteen vessels in the harbor were 
driven ashore. 
The whither bureau predicted the 
storm, but it is cla imed Ponce was not 
warned. 
A mob of I,(XX) threatened the alcade, 
Porrata Doria, but they were dispersed 
by‘the Fifth cavalry. The alcade has 
been deposed on account of negligence. 
Major Myers of the Eleventh infantry 
is acting as alcade in response to popu­ 
lar demand. 
The sum of $5,000 will be needed to 
clean the streets. The sanitary condi­ 
tion is serious aud assistance is needed. 
All the crons are totally ruined, the 
wires are all down aud little news is ob­ 
tainable from the interior. 
Aboulia, including the barracks, has 
been destroyed; but no lives were lost 
there. 
Juan Diaz has been devastated. Forty- 
six lives were lost there. 
Arrayoa. Salinas aud San Isabel are 
reported to 
have 
been 
totally de­ 
molished. 
The railroad between 
Ponce and 
Yauco has beeu destroyed aud the mili­ 
tary road is impassable. The river is 
flowing over the road for two miles. 
Mayaguez escajied serious injury. 
Bananas arc the sole foot! here. 
The peous have gone to Sau Juau aud 
its vicinity, which are comparatively 
uninjured. 
VV Armington, Aug. 12.—The war de­ 
partment took prompt measures for the 
relief of the hurricane sufferers in 
Porto Rico. 
\Vhen the press dispatches 
aud General Davis’ advices made known 
the extent of the disaster steps were 
immediately taken to scud supplies, aud 
tin* transport McPherson was ordered 
put in readiness to sail from New York 
on Monday next. She will carry ra­ 
tionsland otlicr necessaries. Secretary 
of War Root sent the following appeal 
to the mayors of all cities of more than 
150,000 population: 


Sir—The governor general of Porto Rico 
confirms the report that upon the 8th inst, a 
hurricane swept over the island, entirely de 
mulching many of the towns, destroying 
litany lives, and reducing so far as he can esti­ 
mate not less than IOU, JDO inhabitants to the 
condition of absolute destitution, without 
homes or food. 
Unless immediate and effect­ 
ive relief is given, these unfortunate people 
will perish of famine. 
Under these conditions, the president deems 
that an appeal should be made to the bu 
inanity of the American people. It is an ap­ 
peal to their patriotism also, for the inhabit­ 
ants of Porto Rico have freely and gladly sub­ 
mitted themselves to the guardianship of the 
United States and have voluntarily surren 
dared the protection of Spain, to which they 
were formerly entitled, confidently relying 
upon more generous and beniflcent treatment 
at our hands. The highest consideration of 
honor and good faith unite with the prompt­ 
ings of humanity to require from the United 
State a generous response to the demand of 
Porto Rican distress. 
This department has directed the immediate 
distribution of rations to the sufferers by the 
army in Porto Rico, so far as it is within the 
power of the executive, but in the absence of 
•ny appropriation we must rely largely upon 
private contributions. 
I t>eg that you w ill call upon the public 
spirited and humane people of your city to 
'ake active and immediate measures in this 
exigency. 
The government transport McPherson will 
be sent directly from the port of New York to 
“orto Rico on Monday, the 14th inst., to carry 
•ii Hupplit-s of food which can be obtained. 
« urther transports will lie sent at future 
dates, of which public notice will be given. 
Any committee charged with the raising of 
funds will receive full information and ad­

The troops had a hard march of ten 
miles, in some places being obliged to 
wade waist deep in water. Many were 
exhausted. The troops spent the night 
at Santa Rita and will proceed today. 
Lieutenant Hazard of General Whea­ 
ton’s staff, with five scouts from the 
Iowa regiment, marched up the railroad 
into Angeles. 
A small force of rebels attacked the 
scouts outside the town aud Lieutenant 
Hazard sent for reinforcements. Gen­ 
eral Wheaton’s orders, however, were 
that tile Americans should not occupy 
Angeles; aud, a force of OOO or Tiki 
rebels appearing, Lientei^aut Hazard 
retired. 
M a n i l a , Aug. 12.—Reconnoitering by 
small parties continued.

attempts were made to get in contact 
with the enemy. The American troops 
occupy Calulet, Santa Rita, Baeolor amt 
Guagua.

M a n ila, Aug. 12.—There is reason to 
believe the reports recently received 
that the insurgents are short of am­ 
munition, as well informed natives at 
Calulet say the insurgents had only 40 
rounds of ammunition each aud that 
five rounds extra were issued just be­ 
fore tile tight. 
Since the American occupation of Sau 
Fernando the rebels have torn up three 
miles of railroad between there aud 
Calulet, aud it is impossible to get tile 
armored car more than two miles beyond 
San Fernando. 
General Mac Arthur’s troops remained 
the otiier night at Calulet. The rebels 
had evidently tied far beyond rifle 
range, tor the American outposts were 
not disturbed aud not a shot was tired 
during the night. At daybreak a re­ 
connoitering party, consisting of a bat­ 
talion of the Seventeenth infantry, with 
one tieid piece, started up the railroad 
track toward Angeles, four miles north. 
The party approached within 1,200 yards 
of the town and opened tire with the 
field gun. The Americans were re­ 
ceived with a badly directed rifle fire, 
which the battalion of the Seventeenth 
returned with a few volleys. 
The strength of the insurgents at 
Angeles not being known, the situation 
was reported to General MacArthur, 
who did not desire to send reinforce­ 
ments and directed the reconnoitering 
party to return unless the rebels aban­ 
doned the town. Soon after the receipt 
of these orders it became evident that 
the rebels had set fire to the town and 
fled, leaving tile place to be occupied by 
the Americans. 
A battalion of the Twelfth infantry 
was also sent on a reconnoitering expe­ 
dition toward the west, but up to noon 
no firing mid been done in their direc­ 
tion aud no word had been received 
from them at General MacArthnr’s 
headquarters, aud it was believed that 
they encountered nothing. 
Everything indicated that all the 
rebels had scattered for miles in every 
direction around Calulet.

SIR—The governor general of Porto Rico 
confirms the report that upon the 8th inst, a 
hurricane sw ep t over the island, entirely de 
mulishing m any of the tow ns, destroying 
lpany lives, and reducing so far as he can esti­ 
mate not less than IOO, JDO inhabitants to the 
condition of absolute d estitu tion , w ithout 
homes or food. 
U nless im m ediate and effect­ 
ive relief is given, these unfortunate people 
w ill perish of fam ine. 
Under these conditions, the president deems 
that an appeal should be made to the hu 
inanity of the A m erican people. It is an ap 
P«al to their patriotism also, for the inhabit 
ants of Porto Rico have freely and gladly sub 
nutted them selves to the guardianship of the 
United States and have voluntarily surren 
dered the protection of Spain, to which they 
were form erly entitled, confidently relying 
upon more generous and benifleent treatm ent 
at our hands. 
The highest consideration tit 
honor and good faith unite w ith the prompt 
Digs of hum anity to require from the United 
tstate a generous response to the demand of 
Porto Rican distress. 
This departm ent has directed the im m ediate 
distribution of rations to the sufferers by the 
army in Porto Rico, so far as it is w ithin the 
power of the executive, but in the absence of 
any appropriation w e m ust rely largely upon 
private contributions. 
I beg that you w ill call upon the public- 
spirited and hum ane people of your city to 
■ake active and im m ediate m easures in this 
exigency.

W o r k e r I o n P a p e r F a c t o r y Finds a 
V a l u a b l e D i a m o n d R in g. 
Charles McGee, an employee of the 
Mellen Bros.’ paper mill at St. Joe. 
near Benton Harbor, Midi., found a 
fine gold ring in the mill “heater” the 
other evening. 
The ring is set with 
th ree valuable diamonds and is worth 
considerable money. 
This is not the 
first article of value that has been 
found in the same strange hiding place 
Old scrap paper, contents of office 
wastebaskets and odd pieces of paper- 
picked up around the streets of large 
cities are sent to the mill in big bales 
from many places. Chicago furnishing 
the largest proportion. 
Many articles 
of value are caught up in this waste 
matter and are shipped with the refuse 
to tho mill, says the Chicago Times-

other evening. 
The ring is set with 
three valuable diamonds and is worth 
considerable money.

first article of value that has been 
found in the same strange hiding place. 
Old scrap paper, contents of office 
wastebaskets and odd pieces of paper- 
picked up around the streets of large 
cities are sent to the mill in big bales 
from many places.

three to six cards can be p unched at a 
time in this p unch, from which fact It 
derives Its name. Should there be any 
doubt as to tlie correctness with which 
a card is p unched It can be p laced over 
a "rea.ling board.” which is a card of 
the size of the p erforated card with 
characters similar to those on the key­ 
board. 90 tlie p erforations in the card 
show exactly what characters were 
emp loyed in p unching it. 
Should a 
card be p unched wrong, in that the sex 
was omitted or the age. etc.. the count­ 
ing macliine would dl.scover the error, 
because, all the p rop er holes not being 
p uneheil. the electric circuits would not 
be comp lete, and the machine would 
refuse to count the card. 
The tabulation machine consists of 
three main p arts—the p ress, or circuit 
closing device', the dials, or counteis, 
and the sorting boxes.

the holes in the keyboard and gang 
p unches.

By tills ingenious device it is p ossi­ 
ble to count all the white males of for­ 
eign Idrth or of native birth, those 
l>orn of (iorman or other foreign born 
p arents, the uumarrie<l women and 
married men, and so on. The synthet­ 
ical work is conductE^ by the tabulat­ 
ing macliine and the analytical w'ork 
by the sorting lioxes. 
As the machine 
can be fixed .so as to re>p o*id to s.*vcral 
combinatitius at unce, aeiurding to the 
arrang» *ment of the circuit, the division 
of cards into group s when sent through 
the machine but one time is limited 
only by the number of the dials.

He works entirely under tlie dir<*ction 
of the stock association and is always 
found when* tiie ravages of the wolves 
In the herds are discovered to be the 
worst.

saddle 
strings, he 01080*4 a w’eek’s work In 
Sioux county the other day and then 
resp onded to a call to go south 10b 
mlU*s into Box Butte county, where 25 
young cattle had been killed in the 
Ashbrook herd in 24 liours t)y wolves. 
W atson’s method of liunting. accord­ 
ing to ’riie Rocky Mountain Ne’ws, Is to 
sight a gray wolf with his glass, note 
his direction of travel, survey the to­ 
p ograp hy of the country, then drop 
beiiind a hill and make a circuitous 
ride, tiank the game and come on to 
him unnoticed. 
He then takes the lead 
and makes a run. 
His six big stag- 
liounds work togettier, and when they 
SCI* the wolf tlioy lead out. overtake, 
seizf*, down and kill him before they 
release their hold. 
When one takes 
hold, all seize and seldom get a scratch. 
Ordinarily a gray wolf could kill a 
p ack of as many dogs with (*ase. 
Watson is p tist .50 jvars of age. over 
6 teet and 2 inches tall and lias hunted 
all his life. 
His fatlier, also a hunter, 
WHS killed I d a wolf chase. 
His horse 
step p ed in a badgiw hole, throwing the 
rider and breaking his neck. 
He had 
an uncle killed iu the same way, but 
he will not quit the range, because, he 
says, he has no other work he can do.

The system is at 
once simple aud yet complex.

A card is punch­ 
ed full of holes in one machine and 
then rim through another. 
In the two 
movements everything relating to an 
individual which has been gleaned by 
the enumerator has been transferred 
to dials which are capable of recording 
the characteristics of similar individ­ 
uals up to the number of 10,000.

which has a keyboard similar In ap­ 
pearance to that of an enlarged type­ 
writer. 
This keyboard has 12 banks 
of keys, with 20 keys in each bauk. 
The characters are grouped so that the 
operator can easily tind the single char­ 
acter which will denote, for Instance, 
the single or married state of an indi­ 
vidual. 
All tile characters relating to 
the marital relations are grouped to­ 
gether, representing single, married, 
widow or widower or divorced.

groups are arranged In a similar man­ 
ner. 
In marking the keys the best possi­ 
ble abbreviations have been made, such 
as Dv. for divorced, Mr. for married 
and Sg. for single. 
In some cases, 
however, abbreviations could not be 
arranged for long classifications, and 
letters or symbols are used.

these signs by constant use. it is not 
long before he or she becomes so fa- j 
miliar with tin* 240 characters that al- j 
most an incredible number of cards j 
can be correctly punched in a very 1 
short time. 
One of the expert clerks 
in the last census read 1,907 cards in j 
one day. and maintained an average of 
13,356 cards for a week. 
This was 
done in a day of O1/* hours and includ­ 
ed nine different readings. 
Some of 
the women tabulators counted over j 
50,000 people per day, and the average 
was 47.950. 
From 500 to 700 cards ; 
were punched daily by caci) clerk, and 
some averaged over 1,000.

before the operator of tile punching 
machine. 
Behind the keyboard lies 
the card and above it swings an instru- , 
ment resembling an awl 
When this is 
placed over tin* proper character aud 
pressed down, the punch at tile back J 
makes a hole in the proper place.

expert do the operatives become that a 
card, which to the ordinary observer ! 
is merely 8 card wit ii a number of 
holes scattered about, is to them tile 
brief biography of an individual, giv­ 
ing Ids nationality, sex. age, etc. 
From the punching machines these 
cards go to the gang punch, which is 
used to stamp on the card a combina­ 
tion of holes indicating the enumera­ 
tion district in which the person to 
whom the card belongs resides. 
From 
three to six cards can be punched at a 
time In thiR punch, from which fact it 
derives Its name. Should there be any 
doubt as to the correctness with which 
a card is punched it can be placed over 
a “rending board.” which is a card of 
the sire of the perforated card with 
characters similar to those on the key­ 
board. so the perforations in the card 
show exactly what characters were 
employed in punching it. 
Should a 
card be punched wrong, in that the sex 
was omitted or the age, etc., the count­ 
ing machine would discover the error, 
because, all the proper holes not being 
punched, the electric circuits would not 
be complete, aud the machine would 
refuse to count the card. 
The tabulation machine consists of 
three main parts—the press, or circuit 
closing device; the dials, or counters, 
and the sorting boxes. 
The first con­ 
sists of a hard rubber plate, containing 
516 holes, or pockets, the relative posi­ 
tions of which correspond to those of 
the holes in the keyboard and gang 
punches.

to r has been sadly neglected. 
• The country will produce anything 
that grows, aud fruits of all kinds 
thrive to a wonderful degree. 
Tho 
country is full of wild oranges that 
have a superior flavor, and the pears 
and rile pineapples are a11 just a little 
bott* r than anything I know of. 
Porto 
Hico, in my estimation, is destined to 
l»ec«ane the great fruit supply country 
for the United States. 
All that is 
Deeded is cultivation, and the people 
art- waking up to that every day. 
"I traveled all over the Island, met 
all the alcaldes aud the leading citi­ 
zens and everywhere met with the 
most generous hospitality. 
The island 
is suffering now from depressed com­ 
mercial conditions.

“Mexico is a wonderful country,” he 
said. 
“I have a bonanza in my mine, 
and*1 am going to stick to it. 
I am 
often asked lf Mexico is an orderly 
country. 
I will tell you that life and 
property are safer in Mexico than in 
Arizona or New Mexico. 
Why? 
It is 
President Diaz’s government. There’s a 
man for you. He has made Mexico tit to 
live in. A thief is punished swiftly and 
terribly in Mexico. A thief is a thief, not 
an embezzler or absconder or commit­ 
ter of a breach of trust, but plain thief, 
and he’d better be a murderer for his 
chances with the law. 
Americans are 
treated with every 
consideration if 
they obey the laws. 
Indeed. I believe 
an American lias a better chance than 
the native. 
The people are so anxious 
to treat them right that justice will 
lean their way, if anything. 
“ I am reminded of tile contrast be­ 
tween Mexico and American border 
towns by the town of Nogales. A. ’I'. 
In passing through the other day we 
stopped for a glass of beer. 
They 
charged us $1 for four glasses of beer. 
In the room were seated half a dozen 
just such looking fellows as are pic­ 
tured in dime novels—big, ugly ras­ 
cals, with heavy black mustaches and 
evil eves. 
Each man had two guns 
and a bowie knife. 
The surroundings 
would have fitted a description in a 
lurid dime novel. 
The gambling, the 
dance halls, the shooting up and down 
the streets, all seemed taken from 
‘Deadwood Dick* cf olden times. Tills, 
mind you, was in the American side of 
the town. 
Across the main 
street, 
which formed 
the 
border between 
Mexico and the United States, all was 
different. 
Law and order reigned, and 
the whole atmosphere was changed. 
‘‘Diaz has done wonders for Mexico. 
After tin* last revolution he gave it out 
that revolutions were unhealthy things, 
and there have been no more. 
The 
part of the state in which I am locat­ 
ed is pretty rough. 
The country all 
seems set up on edge. 
But it is chuck 
full of minerals, and the Americans 
will get them out.” 


DEWEY GOT THE DONS’ COAL

With masts so tall that they had to 
be “housed” while passing under the 
Brooklyn bridge, the full rigged iron 
ship Kistna sailed into New York the 
other day after an absence of nearly 
three years. She lies at North Twelfth 
street, Brooklyn. John Travis, the first 
mate, told an Interesting story to a re­ 
porter of the New York Press of how 
the Kistna was on her way to Manila 
with coal for Admiral Moutijo of the 
Spanish navy when news that Spain 
and the United States were at war 
was told to Captain E. W. Smith. The 
Kistna sailed from Cardiff with a crew 
of 33. To get the trade winds the ship 
made for the coast of Brazil. 
Off’ that 
coast the Port Chalmers, a 
tramp 
steamer, was spoken. 
“W ar has been declared 
between 
Spain and the United States!” came 
through the megaphone aboard the 
Port Chalmers, and Captain Smith of 
the Kistna headed for the Cape of 
Good Hope. There lie set sail for Cape 
Toanjer, iii the strait of Sunda. 
Once 
in the Indian ocean the Kistna was 
pointed for Anjer, Java, where Cap 
tain Smith cabled to E. Bates & Co. of 
Liverpool, owners of the Kistna, ask­ 
ing for advice. 
‘‘Put into Hongkong 
and wait orders,” was the response, 
and Captain Smith obeyed. 
News that Montijo’s fleet hail been 
smashed by Dewey’s guns soon reach­ 
ed Hongkong, and soon afterward t Ii** 
Kistna was on her way to the Philip 
pines. The coal intended for the Span 
lards came iii handy for Dewey, and 
much of it kept the fires In tie* Ra­ 
leigh going on lier trip from the Phil 
ipplnes. Stevenson Bros, are the agents 
in the islands for the owners of th** 
Kistna. aud the coal was turned over 
gladly to the Americans.

“The days of the underground cast 
and wrought iron gas, water ami steam 
pipes are about numbered,” said Elec 
trician C. W. Houston of Boston th** 
other day to a Cincinnati Enquirer tv 
porter. 
“ Electrolysis is playing high 
Jinks with the iron pipes in all the big 
cities, ami in a few years from now 
til** water |tij(es will become so weak 
that they will burst every time aux 
pressure is put on them on account of 
being corroded by the aition of the 
powerful currents.” 
He says glass pipes will be used. 
Iii 
many cities in Europe ami the United 
States glass pipes are used in the 
streets for conveying water, gas, oil 
ami steam, aud they give perfect satis­ 
faction. There will be no electrolysis 
where there is glass, as glass is nu al- 
inost absolute nonconductor of * lectrie- 
ity. 
Inside of the next (ive years in­ 
vestigation will show that electrolysis 
has practically destroyed every high 
pressure water and gas line in every 
city in the country. The iron pipe will 
be replaced with glass pipes, and all 
danger from electrolysis will have dis 
appeared. 
It will be a hard blow on 
the iron industries of the country, but 
will boost the glass factories. 
“I will venture the prediction that 
seven years from now nothing will be 
used for underground piping of all 
kinds where high pressures are carried 
except glass.”

Mr. IVlinoiii started from Helvoir, Mr. 
V’aiiderliilt’s 
summer 
resideuce, 
to 
make a road record, and they were 
probably quit*? successful in gaining 
one which wdll stand, though the mat­ 
ter has already interested others, and 
efforts to beat the time will now he 
the order of the day in automoblling 
circles in Newport. 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s low geared French 
machine wa.s used, says the Boston 
Herald. 
It is propelled by gasoline 
lK)wer. 
The matter of making a rec­ 
ord was not premeditated and, in fact, 
w’as not suggested until the gentlemen 
were about to mount the machine. 
They were, therefore, hardly prepared 
for a great effort, though the record 
made was a creditable one. As a mat­ 
ter of fact, however, in France, where 
the type of machine that w'as used is 
made and the roads are, perhaps, some­ 
what superior to those here, time a lit­ 
tle better than that made by Mr. Van­ 
derbilt and Mr. Belmont Is often ob­ 
tained. 
Mr. Vanderbilt guided the machine, 
occupying the saddle seat. 
Mr. Bel­ 
mont had the most comfortable sitting, 
being merely a passenger. 
The route 
traveled was from Belvoir over the 
Ocean drive and through Bellevue ave­ 
nue to a point w'hich, according to the 
city chart, is 
miles from the start­ 
ing point. 
The machine was made to 
do its best, except around the corners, 
wJ iere it w’as necessarily slowed up to 
prevent it from overturning. 
Though 
the roads w'ere fairly goo<i, some hills 
were encountered, and there was some 
slight interference by vehicles, or pos­ 
sibly better time would have been 
made. 
Naturally, the run was a very excit­ 
ing one for Mr. Vanderbilt and Mr. 
Belmont, but not less so for some of 
their friends, who caught a glimpse of 
them darting by in the cloud of dust 
and gravel which the machine kicked 
up. 
It is perhaps needless to say that 
there are some persons who dispute 
the record, asserting that either the 
machine did not make the distance or 
that there was an error in the timing 
of the run.

When Isabelo Artachio, the rival of 
Aguinaldo, (am e into Manila recently, 
among a number of Filipino prisoners, 
having escaped tile clutches of his 
enemy, there was that iii his face that 
reminded one of 
a 
hunted animal. 
There was a fugitive glance in his eye 
that was in strange contrast to the 
face now’ wreathed in smiles, for Arta­ 
chio is a happy man, says Edwin Wild- 
man, Manila correspondent of the New 
York Journal. 
Poor Artachio! I almost felt as If I 
had met a long lost brother w’hen I 
searched him out in the up stairs of a 
tiny sasteria of one Senor Cassimire, 
in 
the 
Callo 
Victoria, 
Intramuras. 
“Ah,” he exclaimed, “I am very glad 
to be in Manila. They treated me very 
bad. 
Many, many times they tried 
to stab me, not here (pointing to his 
breast), but her in the back; but I ain 
an Iloccos (province to the north) man, 
and my Iloccos brothers shielded me. 
Aguinaldo would have had me shot if 
he dared, Jmt I was too well known to 
do it openly. 
“They dragged me around from one 
convent prison to another and put over 
me two lieutenants and live soldiers. 
They fed me a little rice, see, just a 
handful, and gave me a penny’s worth 
of fish a day. Perhaps they hoped to 
starve me, They wanted to take me 
into tile mountains, where they would 
have thrust a bolo into me, but my 
Iloccos brothers told Aguinaldo that 
they could guard me better—they un­ 
derstood Iloccos tricks b etter-so I 
was saved from starvation and death. 
“And now the insurgent army is all 
confused, and there are many rebel­ 
lious among them. 
Many commands 
are deserting, and in Cavite It would 
be dangerous for Aguinaldo to come. 
They would kill him. 
General Ralder- 
rno is forcing them to fight. 
He aud 
his generals are so bad. 
Oh, such i 
shameful 
practices! 
It 
is 
terrible. ; 
They treat the women so. The officers i 
stop at nothing to extort money, and 
then they gamble and drink and make 
tile women dance for them. 
One day ‘ 
one of the generals came to me, for 
they an* not all bad. 
He said: ‘Ail, 
Artachio, there is some consolation ii 
beng in prison. 
You are spared wit­ 
nessing the degradation of your coun­ 
trymen.’ 
“Tile army is badly disorganized. 
There is uo communication with the 
north now. 
They are all huddled to­ 
gether at San Francisco de Malabon. 
If you go there, you will catch them 
all arms, ammunition, powder factory 
and all the officers of the southern 
division. 
There Is not much left of 
the revolution. 
Some day they will J 
kill Aguinaldo. 
He Is a bad man. 
Ile 
knows only fighting. 
Ile will stop at 
nothing to gain his ambition. 
“They say he killed tile old Chief 
Bonifacio of the first revolution, who 
gave him his start and taught him ai! 
he knows. 
Then, too, he probably had 
Luna assassinated. 
He wants to be 
first. 
There must be no oue else to 
eclipse or rival him. 
He hated me be­ 
cause there were men who would fol­ 
low me ami because I wanted to con­ 
trol my share of the money paid to 
support us by the Spanish government. 
But I am free now. General Otis gave 
me my liberty, and I would like to 
serve tilt* American government any 
way I can. 
“How did I escape? 
Well, when the 
American soldiers took Las Pinas, I 
was at Salinas. 
All the army was in 
confusion. 
Every oue ran, deserting 
the town when they heard the Ameri­ 
can guns.

Your men 
moved so fast. 
Then I came out, and

skunk raising Industry to such a point 
th.it people cannot afford to turn up 
their noses when tile skunk trust is 
mentioned. The skins of skunks are 
as valuable as they are odoriferous, 
and there is a constantly increasing 
demand for the manufacture of “seal­ 
skin” garments. 
The skunks are covered with a very 
soft tine fur, and also by a long coarse 
hair, but by a tedious process the lat­ 
ter is taken off, leaving a fur which 
very much resem b les the genuine seal­ 
skin.

W o r k e r In a P a p e r F a c t o r y F in d* a 
V a l u a t i v e D i a m o n d RI n e . 
Charles McGee, an employee of flu 
.Collen Bros.' paper mill at St. Joe, 
near Benton Harbor, Midi., found a 
fine gold ring in the mill “beater” the 
other evening. 
The ring is set with 
three valuable diamonds and is worth 
considerable money. 
This is not the 
first article of value that has been 
found in the same strange hiding place. 
Old scrap paper, contents of office 
wastebaskets and odd pieces of paper 
picked up around the streets of large 
cities are sent to the mill in big bales 
from many places. Chicago furnishing 
the largest proportion. 
Many articles 
of value are caught up in this waste 
matter and are shipped with the refuse 
to the mill, says the Chicago Times-

A thief Is punished swiftly and 
terribly in Mexico. A thief is a thief, not 
an embezzler or absconder or commit­ 
ter of a breach of trust, but plain thief, 
ami he’d better be a murderer for his 
chances with the law. 
Americans are 
treated 
with every 
consideration if 
they obey the laws. 
Indeed, I believe 
an American has a better chance than 
the native. 
The people are so anxious 
to treat them right that justice will 
lean their way, if anything. 
“I nm reminded of the contrast be­ 
tween Mexico and American border 
towns by the town of Nogales. A. T. 
In passing through the other day we 
stopped for a glass of beer.

probably quite successful in gaining 
one which will stand, though the m at­ 
ter has already interested others, and 
efforts to beat the tim e will now be 
the order of the day in automobiling 
circles in Newport. 
Mr. V anderbilt’s low geared French 
machine was used, says the Boston 
Herald.
